West Chester, Pa., Aug. 23.— “ You 
might as well open that door, for we 
ate going to get that nigger.” 
Incriminated by a boy “ pal,” with 
whom he had chummed for more than 
a year, as having made such a state­ 
ment on the night of the lynching of 
Zack W alker at Coatesville, sixteen- 
year-old George 
Stahl 
was denied 
freedom from jail on habeas corpus 
proceedings, before Judge Butler, in 
the Chester county co,.it here. 
In 
refusing 
the 
writ, 
which 
had 
been applied for by J. Paul McElree, 
counsel for Stahl, Judge Butler de 
mnimed the lynching of the negro in 
strong terms. 
He dee lured that the 
mob had done a brutal deed, and that 
it’s leaders should be severely pun­ 
ished. 
Following the hearing, R. S. Gaw­ 
throp, the district attorney, and the 
ether 
county 
officers, 
hurried 
to 
Coatesville to resume their probe in­ 
to Hie outrage. 
Stahl 
was identified 
in the West 
Chester courthouse as one of a mob 
which encouraged a crowd of enraged 
men and boys to enter tile Coates­ 
ville hospital on the night Of Aug. I ” 
and to remove Walker. 
Stahl was 
not Identified as one of the leaders 
of the mob which later burned W alk ­ 
er alive. 
Judge W illiam Butler, who 
made the writ of habeas corpus on 
which the 
proceedings 
were base I, 
decided though that Stahl was just ca 
culpable under the evidence adduced 
as 
though 
he 
had a< tually 
partici­ 
pated in the burning rn W alker. Judge 
Butler dismissed the writ and remand­ 
ed Stahl to await the action of Hi* 
viand jury that tnee's in W est Chea­ 
ter within a tew days. 
Stanley Howe, a policeman, identi 
tied the boy as the one who had tush­ 
ed into the hospital when the crowd 
burst the front door open. The po ice­ 
man said under oath that S'ah l wan’- 
cd to rush up the stairs in the hos­ 
pital that led to the* womens’ ward, 
but he stopped when the policeman 
shouted to him not to frighten the 
patients. 
Howe 
asserted also that 
Stahl shouted to him, “ You had lieu cr 
open the door, for we will get him 
anyhow." The witness said that the 
words were shouted to him as ’ he 
moll rushed into the hospital.

W heth­ 
er the ullage la* delivered by carrier or 
blower. It is very necessary that one or 
two good men remain lo the silo to 
pack the ensilage thoroughly. 
If air 
gels in the ensilage h{k>Us. The heat­ 
ing of lite e n s i l a g e is due to bacteria. 
which multiply at IIM to IHM degrees. 
After a time a slower fermentation 
process sure**od*. and acetic acid is 
formed, which gives a relish to the 


feed . 
To facilitate these processes a 
fair amount of moisture is needed, so 
lf the corn Is at ail dry it Is well to 
turn a stream of water into the silo as 
it is tieing packed, 
lf tho ensilage is 
frozen no material harm is done.— 
George I*. Grout.
